Four Ballots—One with Extra 
Proposltion-To Be Voted Tuesday . 


Specimen ballots for next Tuesday’s general election are pub­ 
lished in today’s Register. 
Voters will notice that there will be four separate ballots, 
with the larger ballot having a proposition in addition to the 
names of candidates. 
Here are The Register’s recommendations: 
Most important—go to the polls and express your will on can­ 
didates and opinions. 
The big ballot lists the names of candidates from president 
at the top down to coroner at the bottom of the ballot. You may 
vote a straight Democratic, Republican or Socialist-Labor ticket, 
or you can “scratch” your ballots. You cannot separate your vote 
for president and vice-president, as they are in combination. 
On the big ballot, in the upper left hand comer, is a propo 
sition authorizing revision of the Illinois Banking act. This propo­ 
sition provides stricter supei*vision of banking in the state, and is 
supported by most organizations, including bankers. It is recom­ 
mended that you vote “yes” on this proposition. 
Voters will receive two ballots concerning the tuberculosis 
program. These propositions re-impose the tuberculosis tax levy, 
which is already being spread against property, but they strengthen 
the provisions for the levy to eliminate tax objections. It is rec­ 
ommended that you make a cross at “yes” on the “yes” and “no” 
ballot and that you make a cross at “for” on the “for” and “against” 
proposition. 
The fourth ballot you will receive is the constitutional amend­ 
ment “blue ballot” providing for a change in the revenue provi­ 
sions of the Illinois Constitution. 
This ballot is controversial. 
Some state organization groups 
oppose the ballot and others favor it. 
It gives the Legislature 
authority to classify property for tax purposes, subject to certain 
restrictions; it prohibits a graduated income tax; and it eliminates 
certain obsolete sections of the revenue law. 
Generally we believe it is a good proposition. The principal 
objection is that it gives the General Assembly unlimited powers 
in certain respects. 
The “blue ballot” has so many aspects, we have no positive 
recommendation as to how It should be marked.

Mrs. Hodge Files Court Suit to 
Recover SSW,OOO Property 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. W—1The wife 
of imprisoned former state Auditor 
Orville E. Hodge has filed suit to 
recover more than $500,000 in pro­ 
perty tuirned over to the state as 
restitution for her husband’s $1.5 
million raid on the treasury. 
Mrs. Margaret Hodge, claiming 
she was “ subjected to undue in­ 
fluence” when she signed away 
her share of the Hodge property 
Aug. 31, Monday filed suit in San­ 
gamon Cbunty Circuit court. The 
suit, naming state Auditor Lloyd 
Morey as defendant, attempted to 
halt the state’s disposing of any 
property in which she had an in­ 
terest. 
The suit said she was “ill, dis­ 
traught and highly upset and de-

Annual Report 
Shows Town Park 
Finances Improved 
A financial rough spot in opera­ 
tion of the Harrisburg town park 
has been passed, and park offi­ 
cials can now foresee future im­ 
provements in the park facilities. 
The annual financial statement, 
to be published in The Daily Reg­ 
ister soon, shows that the finan­ 
cial situation has improved 
ap­ 
proximately $3,000 last year, and 
indebtedness will be cleared 
in 
another year. 
Park officials faced a serious 
situation three years ago when 
the filter plant became completely 
obsolete.

$10,000 and there was no cash on 
hand for a new filter and no provi­ 
sions for incurring long-term in­ 
debtedness.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. IT— 
The United States asked the Unit­ 
ed Nations Security Council today 
to issue an immediate order for 
a cease-fire in the Israeli-Egyptian 
fighting and for the withdrawal of 
Israel’s troops to its own borders. 
U. S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr., opening the council’s 
extraordinary session on the Pales­ 
tine situation, said each member 
has a “clear-cut responsibility to 
take immediate measures to re­ 
store peace” in the Middle East 
He gave notice that the U. S. 
would submit a resolution to the 
council this afternoon calling for 
the withdrawal of Israeli forces 
and asking for steps to insure that 
they are withdrawn. 
Secretary-General Dag Hammar- 
skjold reported to the council that 
Maj.-Gen. E. L. M. Burns of Can­ 
ada. chief of the U. N. truce super­ 
vision organization to Palestine, 
had asked for a cease-fire th be ef­ 
fective at noon, local tittie, today. 
He said Burnt had pointed out 
that both sides were bound to 
keep the peace under the Pales­ 
tine armistice agreement and the 
cease-fire arranged by Hammar- 
skjold himself last April. 
“So far,” he said, “I have no 
inform adon concerning any replies 
by the governments of Israel and 
Egypt.”

“It comes as a shock to us to 
the U. S. government that this de­ 
velopment should have occurred

DREW P E A R S O N Says: . 
Trying To 
Tell The 
Truth 
About 
Yourself 
Is 
Harder 
Than Telling It About Others; 
Deal Acheaon Set Policy For 
Whst’s Happening In Peland- 
Hungtry; It Could Also Hap­ 
pen In Red China. 
WASHINGTON. — Now that it’* 
spread out in cold type in the Sat­ 
urday Evening Post with picturea, 
headlines, and all the trimming*, 
I’m beginning to get juat a twinga 
of cold feet about those “confes­ 
sions” of Drew Pearson. 
Of course I've peeked into the 
lives of a good, many people. Al­ 
legedly I’ve crouched under cabi­ 
net tablet. 
I’ve nagged and ca­ 
joled and criticized. I’ve upbraid­ 
ed and scolded all sorts, from bu­ 
reaucrats 
to brass 
hats. 
But 
turning the tables and trying to 
do the same thing to yourself is a 
little difficult. 
In the first place, ifs hard to 
tell (be truth about yourself. Be­ 
cause almost every man considers 
himself a greater hero than he is. 
He can never put himself on quite 
the same lowly pedestal as the 
rest of humanity. He has to have 
thst spark of conceit or pride that 
keeps him plugging along toward 
bigger and better things. 
So when you strip yourself down 
and try to write about yourself 
as others see you and try consci­ 
entiously to tell the truth about 
all your own mistakes and foibles, 
well—frankly ifs pride-shattering. 
For instance when I sat down 
and tried to figure out whether 
Harry Truman was 
justified in 
calling me an “SOB” I had to ad­ 
mit in my heart that maybe he 
was. I don’t think he was justi­ 
fied on the particular occasion 
that evoked his blast — General 
Harry Vaughan and his medal 
from Dictator Pe roo. 
But there 
4ere plenty of other times when 
Harry was probably right 
Anyway when I tried to spell 
all these things out in black and 
white I found it was a much tough­ 
er job than I had ever dreamed. 
And now that the first issue la on 
the newsstands I’m beginning to 
get a little jittery and wonder 
whether it was a good idea after 
all. I predict my critics will get 
a kick out af it. And my friends 
—well maybe they won’t read—or 
will be tolerant if they do. 
ACHESON THREATENED JAIL 
..One revelation I make In UMM 
Saturday 
Evening 
Post confes­ 
sions is how Justice Felix Frank 
flirter asked Dean Acheson, then 
secretary of state, to have me 
prosecuted for contempt of court 
after I had reported that Chief 
Justice Fred Vinson had had a 
conversation with President Tru­ 
man about John L. Lewis’ coal 
strike. 


It never occurred to me thatj 
there was anything wrong about 
the President and the chief jus­ 
tice discussing a coal strike that j 
endangered the national economy. 
But since the executive and the 
Supreme Court are separated un­ 
der the constitution and since an 
injunction against Lewis was then 
before the court, it seems I offend­ 
ed at least one member of the 
court. Dimly Frankfurter. 
At any rate, Dean Acheson did 
propose to Attorney General Tom 
Clark at a cabinet meeting that I 
be prosecuted. 
Clark didn’t take 
his advice, and somehow or other 
I am still out of jail—though 
I 
never can tell for how long. 
However, what I am getting at 
is that I now plan to write some­ 
thing about Dean Acheson. 
REVENGE ON ACHESON 
Dean got a lot of brickbats 
thrown at him when he was secre­ 
tary of state, among other things 
for giving foreign aid to Tito. He 
was also criticized for not trying 
to operate on the Chinese main­ 
land to undercut Red China and 
for not betting all our diplomatic 
chips on Chiang Kai-Shek. 
His theory was that if we quit 
waving the big stick at China it 
would do a Tito and drift around 
to independence from Moscow. He 
alto 
argued that the 
satellite 
countries of Poland, 
Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia would eventually 
divorce themselves from Moscow 
because these countries basically 
didn’t like Russian rule and had 
little in common with the 
Rus­ 
sians. 
His was the “containment” pol­ 
icy, evolved by George Kennon, 
the Russian expert whose resig­ 
nation Dulles accepted. Dulles has 
torn that policy to pieces publicly, 
but privately he has followed it. 
On September 18, in 1952 when he 
was campaigning for Ike, Dulles 
made a rip-snorting speech to the 
Polish • Americans in Buffalo 


promising to intervene actively, 
stir up revolt and everything else 
behind the iron curtain. 
DULLES FOLLOWS ACHESON 
But once he got in office he did 
just the opposite, he followed the 
Acheson containment policy. 
I 
know, because I dealt with the 
State Department under both to 
get more launching bases for free­ 
dom balloons across the iron cur­ 
tain. 
Dulles also carried out the Ache­ 
son policy of aiding Tito. So did 
Eisenhower and Harold Stassen. 
And when the storr broke in Con- 
| gress last summer with speeches 
demanding that aid to Tito be cut 
I off completely and finally, it was 
the Democratic senator* who sup­ 
ported Eisenhower to give him 
the right to continue aid. The ma­ 
jority of Republican senators vot­ 
ed 
not only 
against Tito but 
against their own President. • 
That policy has now richly paid 
off. 
For it was the example of a 
Tito aile to defy Moscow which 
set the pattern now being followed 
in Poland, Hungary, and probably 
soon in Czechoslovakia. 
Therefore, I as one who some­ 
times criticized Acheson and who 
have no reason to feel grateful for 
his 
attempt 
to prosecute 
me, 
would like to recall that it was 
Acheson who set this wise but un­ 
popular 
policy—and 
stuck to it 
despite the brickbats. 
Note — When the Poles started 
cleaning out their Russian rulers, 
an amazing thing happened. Pre­ 
mier Chou En-Lai of Red 
China 
sent a telegram of congratulations 
to Edward Ochab, one of the Pol­ 
ish leaders. 
This occurred only 
a few hours after the Poles decid­ 
ed to follow Tito’s example. The 
Kremlin learned of the message 
and 
is 
thoroughly alarmed. 
It 
fears that what Acheson predicted 
would happen in China may now 
happen—that Red China will di­ 
vorce itself from Moscow.

Oth­ 
ers could free us from our traps 
with a little effort. They could say 
a few words which would change 
situations. They could lend a help- 
I ing hand, but they do not d<^ it. 
If we ask for help, we lose pres- 
; tige. 
If we obtain a promise of 
I assistance, we wait endlessly for 
; others to move in their own time 
and in their slow ways. No one 
I shares our concerns except God, 
and He seems too remote when 
human troubles beset us. 
God does help us. We can pray 
and prayer does relieve the ten­ 
sion.

GLACKIN LAW - the Tu­ 
berculosis 
Law 
was named lot 
Senator Glackin who introduced 
the first TB laws in the State Leg­ 
islature prior to 1915.

popular term applied today to in­ 
dicate the TB Tax Laws. 
Tha 
legal title of the present county 
TB Tax Law is “An Aet relating 
to tha cart and treatment by coun­ 
ties of persons afflicted with tu­ 
berculosis 
and 
providing 
tha 
means therefor," approved June 
38, 191$, ta amended. 
(HI. Rev. 
flat. Chapter 34. No.1164) 
B. 
EXCESS TAX LAW - this 
la the law which makes 4t possible 
for th# County Board to levy the 
TB Tax In excess of the statutory 
limit of 12V*c per HOO of property 
•valuation. 
Most counties need 
this law because the County Board 
is already levying the maximum 
permissible. 
Actually, the “Ex­ 
cess 
Tax Law" 
Is part 
of the 
statute “An act to revise the law 
in relation to counties", approved 
March SI, 1874, as amended. (111. 
Rev. Stat. Chapter 34, No. 27-27al) 
This tax Is used ‘or general pur­ 
poses needed by the county other 
than tuberculosis is why the coun­ 
ty must revote the THC per $100 
of property evaluation for care and 
treatment of tuberculosis patients 
only. 
This has been In effect in 
Saline 
county for 
18 years and 
must be revoted November 6, and 
will not be any raise tn taxes. 
C. SAN BOARD - This is tha 
Board of three persona establish­ 
ed under the provisions of “The 
Glackin Act.” A more proper title 
would ibe Saline County Tubercu­ 
losis 
Sanitarium 
Board. 
This 
Board does not receve any salary. 
One of this Board must be a phy­ 
sician. At present time the local 
Board has two physicians. 
D. COUNTY BOARD—refers to 
the County Board of Supervisors. 
2: 
Q. Why do you use “Sana­ 
torium in some places and refer 
to “Sanitarium” in others? 
3. 
In the 
statutes the 
term 
Sanitarium*' it used. 
Thus, it 
must be used in legal documents 
and papers. 
The word “Sanator­ 
ium” is the popular word for a 
TB hospital, whereas sanitarium 
may mean a mental hosptal or 
other specialized institution. 
3: Q. Why must the “Yes” and

Q. Can we vote both pro­ 
positions on one ballot?

Several 
cases 
of tuberculosis 
arc now beiqg hospitalized In a 
sanitarium with tax funds raised 
under this law. Tuberculosis is a 
contagious 
disease 
that anyone 
can catch, so active cases must 
be hospitalized, not only to insure 
their recovery, but also to protect 
others from infection. 
You will be given a separate 
ballot at the polls on November 8 
to decide whether or not the pres­ 
ent Tuberculosis Tax Law should 
be continued.

EXPLANATION OF AMENDMENT 


This amendment would revise Section I of Article IX of the State Constitution so aa to permit the Genera) 
Assembly to classify property for tax purposes, subject to the following restrictions: (I) the classifications 
are to be based on the nature and characteristics of the property and not on the nature, characteristics, resi­ 
dence or business of the owner or the amount or number owned; (2) all real estate i» to constitute one 
class, except that lands used for forestry purposes and mineral rights in land may each be classified separa­ 
tely; and (3) if any class of property is taxed by valuation, such tax is to be uniform as to the dais.

This amendment would also revise and simplify Section 2 of Article IX, dealing with tile levy of miscellan­ 
eous types of taxes, but would require such taxes to be uniform as to the same class of subjects within tbs 
territorial limits of the authority levying the tax. The levy of a graduated income tax would ba forbidden. 


Other changes are merely routine. This amendment revises Section 3 to require ownership or Its equi- 
valent—and not mere use—as a basis for exemption of charitable, religious, and other similar property 
from taxation. In addition, non-profit hospitals would be added to the list of institutions and purposes for 
which the General Assembly may grant tax exemption by general law. 


Sections 9 and IO would be revised to subject the taxing powers of cities and other local governments 
to the same restrictions as apply to the General Assembly. The language in regard to obligations of these 
governments would be broadened, requiring them to levy taxes not merely—as now—-for “debts contracted” 
bat rather for ‘‘liabilities incurred.” 


This amendment would, in addition, repeal obsolete Section IS, which was adopted in IWO to authorise 
the corporate authorities of Chicago to issue Columbian Exposition hoods.

procedures. 
The heavy 
trucks rumbled into the city, bring­ 
ing the necessary staples, hasten­ 
ing the return to everyday life. 
Thousands of men bent to their 
work, with shovels and by hand, 
clearing the streets of the explo­ 
sion’s aftermath. 
Heavy 
trucks 
were filled with pulverized rock, 
with all the debris of the long 
night, and departed on their trips 
always to return for more loads. 
The avenues into the heart of the 
city opened. Traffic began to flow, 
fitfully at first, increasing as the 
day wore on and another night fell 
over Harrington. 
Teachers and principals hurried 
to their schools, directed the stu­ 
dents in sweeping out the glass 
and debris, in cleaning the class­ 
rooms, in preparing once again 
for the all-important educational 
phase in the youngsters’ lives. 
The Red Cross, the Salvation 
Army, veterans’ groups, churches, 
social clubs, and similar organiza­ 
tions remained open on a 24 hour 
basis, serving food and coffee to 
all those who entered. Emergency 
billeting was available for those 
who had returned to the city and 
had not as yet found shelter. 
Welfare 
registration 
personnel 
checked 
their files 
continually, 
searching for the survivors, con­ 
firming the reports of the dead, 
reuniting families, arranging for 
living quarters, issuing temporary 
funds to those in need. 
Helping, 
directing, assisting the citizens of 
the city to return, to build, to re­ 
create. 
Doctors and nurses, after their 
brief respite from the charnel hor­ 
ror of the previous night, made 
their new rounds, 
insuring the 
health and survival of their charg­ 
es. The hospital patients were re­ 
distributed to provide more equal 
service; only the 
’riously injur­ 
ed or ill were rt 
led. The oth­ 
ers were returned to homes, or 
to newly established convalescent 
centers. 
Healing 
and mending, 
well on its way. 
Colonel Buyers and his staff al­ 
ready had been in conference with 
Federal authorities. The vast re­ 
sources of the nation, after the 
initial chaos of the country wide 
assault, began to fen channeled pro­ 
perly.

A band of tornadoes dropped 
from the skies and punched away I 
at the nation’s breadbasket Mon­ 
day.

The twisters were set off when 
a mass of frosty air stumbled into 
a hot air belt. A frontier of thun­ 
derstorms was set up from the 
Dakotas southward 
into Kansas 
and Nebraska and into Western 
Texas. 
As the front moved east­ 
ward Monday night, severe weath­ 
er bellowed over most of the Mid­ 
west. 
A tornado dipped 
into Great 
Bend, Kan., injuring one man and 
causing at least $250,000 worth pf 
damage. 
Police 
said some 30 
homes were damaged when high 
winds removed roofs and puffed 
out windows. 
Don Bryant suffered minor in­ 
juries when another twister struck 
his farm at Rozel, Kan. A light 
airplane and several houses were 
damaged by the wind near Dor­ 
m ice, Kan. Two farms near Hal­ 
ford, Ran., were visited by tor­ 
nadoes earlier in the day. 
Another man was seriously in­ 
jured and several others believed 
hurt when two farms were flat­ 
tened by a twister that struck hear 
North Platte, Neb. A man identi­ 
fied as Ben Yates was hospitalized 
and the state safety patrol was 
alerted to prepare for more in­ 
juries. 
The unruly weather was expected 
to growl eastward into the western 
Great Lakes 
region 
today and 
range southward, through Missouri 
into western Arkansas and north­ 
ern Texas.
